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Town councillors back protest 
against street parking charges 


BRIDPORT Town 
Council has joined the 
chorus of voices slam¬ 
ming plans to charge for 
on-street parking in the 
town. 

The town’s councillors 
have joined the more than 
3,000 signatures that have 
appeared on both online 
and paper petitions in de¬ 
manding Dorset County 
Council scrap plans to re¬ 
place one hour free park¬ 
ing bays with ticket 
machines. 

At a plans meeting on 
Monday, September 2nd, 
councillors “very strongly 
opposed” the plans, stat¬ 
ing: 

• It would have a detri¬ 
mental impact on the mar¬ 
ket, with the bays 
currently used by market 
traders; 

• It would deter people 
from coming into the town 
centre and parking with 
the consequent impact on 
the local economy;

• It would be detrimental 
to the vitality of the town 
centre. 

The plans committee 
also claimed that the 
scheme “had not been 
popular” in other towns 
and asked for evidence of 
where it had been intro¬ 
duced successfully. 

Councillors went on to 
demand a full feasibility 
study of how the proposal 
would affect Bridport be¬ 
fore it was taken any fur¬ 
ther. 

The Bridport Chamber 
of Trade, Bridport Market 
Traders Association and 
campaign group 38 De¬ 
grees have also officially 
voiced their opposition to 
the move, which has been 
labelled “a nail in the cof¬ 
fin” for Bridport busi¬ 


nesses. 

Traders are also con¬ 
cerned about proposals 
which would see DCC 
claiming compensation 
from Bridport Town 
Council for “loss of in¬ 
come” whenever market 
stalls occupied parking 
bays - currently every 
Wednesday and Friday - 
which they fear would 
lead to increased charges 
for stallholders. 

Dorset County Council 
insists the plans - which 
are at the consultation 
stage - would improve 
traffic circulation and pro¬ 
vide more parking spaces 
for shoppers, and denies 
market traders would suf¬ 
fer as a result. 

Matthew Piles - oversee¬ 
ing the “pre-consultation” 
about the scheme, already 
rolled out in towns such as 
Dorchester and Swanage - 


insisted the plans were 
good for local businesses. 

He said: “This traffic 
management is needed to 
keep the network moving. 

“At the moment we have 
the problem of people 
staying far longer than one 
hour in these bays. 

“We want to promote 
short trips so that people 
who want to pop into a 
shop or a bank can find a 
space. 

“Businesses and resi¬ 
dents in Swanage and 
Dorchester say it’s been 
good for business. 

“People are generally 
happy because people can 
park outside their shops.” 

But Roy Gregory, chair¬ 
man of Bridport Market 
Traders’ Association, 
joined Bridport’s council¬ 
lors in challenging DCC to 
provide the proof that the 
scheme was popular else¬ 
where. 

He said: “We would like 
to see the justification that 
all these improvements 
will take place. Our infor¬ 


mation is that it has been 
detrimental in Dorchester 
and Swanage.” 

This issue of managing 
“chum” - the term used to 
describe the turnover of 
cars in parking spaces - is 
contentious. 

A local business source 
in Dorchester described 
how there were winners 
and losers when ticketed 
on-street parking came to 
the town. 

He told the View: “The 
picture is mixed. Some 
businesses on the outskirts 
of town report that it is 
better for them because no 
one parks there for more 
than an hour. 

“But others have lost out 
because customers return¬ 
ing to their car a few min¬ 
utes late find themselves 
with a ticket, and it puts 
them off coming back. 

“If your overriding 
memory of coming to a 
town is getting a fine, it 
can’t help with your im¬ 
pression of the experience. 

He added: “Some people 


say all parking should be 
free. But having to pay for 
something is a sign of the 
times.” 

Mr Piles insists that no 
decision has been made on 
the scheme. The town’s re¬ 
action, he says, will be re¬ 
layed to DCC cabinet 
member for the environ¬ 
ment Hilary Cox, who 
would then decide 
whether to proceed with 
the scheme or put it to 
council for review. 

Meanwhile representa¬ 
tives from the Bridport 
Market Traders’ Associa¬ 
tion, Bridport Chamber of 
Trade, Bridport Town 
Council and Dorset 
County Council are to 
hold a meeting with MP 
for West Dorset Oliver 
Letwin on September 13th 
to air grievances. 

They will attempt to find 
a solution to what is fast 
becoming a symbol of 
Bridport’s struggle to re¬ 
main a fiercely independ¬ 
ent, and free-to-park, 
alternative market town. 
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SAUL Kelleher grew up in Warwick, emigrating 
with his family to South Africa aged 14. After 
graduating in Durban and getting married he 
opened a live music venue which he ran for five 
years before switching careers and training to 
become a barrister. 

Shortly after being admitted to the South 
African Bar, Saul was held up at gunpoint, 
prompting him to take his young family to Eng¬ 
land where, over two years, he converted his 
South African qualifications to enable him to 
work as a solicitor in the UK. He worked for two 
large provincial firms before opening, and be¬ 
coming director of the Bridport office of the 
Commercial Law Practice Ltd. 

The 41-year-old has four children and plays 
for North Dorset Rugby Club. 


■ WHY is commercial law important to get right? 

Law is about creating certainty and with commercial law 
where there is uncertainty there will almost inevitably be 
dispute. If you ensure that you understand the clients’ 
needs and reflect those needs in the work that you do, it 
will enable a client to proceed with certainty in its busi¬ 
ness dealings and avoid disputes with the inevitable costs 
consequences. 

■ CAN people draw up agreements themselves? 

I would strongly advise against individuals drawing up 
their own agreements. If something is of sufficient im¬ 
portance to reduce it into writing then it is important 
enough to spend the money necessary to have that agree¬ 
ment drawn up by a solicitor. I cannot tell you how many 
times I have sat with a client who did not think that mat¬ 
ters would turn out the way that they did. 

■ WHY has the practice expanded into Bridport? 

I have an existing client base and very much felt that there 
was a place in Bridport for a fresh approach to legal serv¬ 
ices. My assistant Sarah and I are very approachable and 
we are more than happy to see people when they walk 
through our door. We are very clear about our costs and 
what we will do and strive to deliver the results desired 
within the time set out and at the cost quoted. We will 
always take clients’ calls and, in short, we have stripped 
out the stuffiness associated with solicitors from the prac¬ 
tice. 

■ HAVE you had any strange requests in your pro¬ 
fession? 



I was called on site to a dispute involving the construction 
of a conservatory to find it surrounded by a pond of water. 
The defence that it had been constructed properly fell 
away quite quickly and the matter was resolved, but I still 
look at the pictures occasionally when I am feeling down. 

■ HOW important is rugby to you? 

I have always played rugby, playing for Natal University 
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and as captain of North Dorset Rugby Club. I still play 
and I have been on a push to get fit enough to play to a 
reasonable level this year. I have always loved the bond 
created between people who play rugby together and the 
way that, however hard a game is, everything is left on 
the field. 

■ WHAT is the most memorable game of rugby 
you've seen? 

I watched the 1995 World Cup Final between South 
Africa and New Zealand in a hostel in Tel Aviv, Israel. 
The room was divided with South Africans on one side 
and New Zealanders on the other. The atmosphere was 
strained, particularly when the power failed just before 
full time. When the power came back on it was extra time 
and probably the most exciting finish because of what it 
meant to South Africa to win. 


■ YOUR family is important to you - do you get to¬ 
gether often? 

We spend a lot of time together and the house is always 
busy. Everyone mucks in and there are always friends 
coming around and staying. We like to do outdoor activ¬ 
ities, but try not to rely on anything too structured. An ac¬ 
tive day is best concluded with the family and friends 
having a drink in the garden. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

I remember just having moved into an old terraced house 
and my parents had spent all the money purchasing the 
house. Instead of borrowing a lawn mower they began 
cutting the lawn with kitchen scissors. My parents are 
extremely practical, running a smallholding in France, 
and I am sure they would claim that the grass was too 
long for a mower, but that is not how I remember it. 

■ WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I carry a coin with the back and front half of a rhino on 
its sides. It is useful to resolve disagreements and it is not 
weighted as some might claim. 


■ WHAT is your favourite journey? 

I love the drive down to Cornwall and that moment when 
the landscape changes and becomes almost mystical. 
There is a beach called Greenaway Beach just outside of 
Rock and that is my favourite place in the world. When 
I go to Cornwall I know I will spend time there and that 
makes the trip exciting.

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Tributes paid to Bridport's'Mr Helper' 


TRIBUTES are pouring in for a Bridport man de¬ 
scribed as ‘Mr Helper’ who has passed away suddenly. 

Cliff Casstles MBE, who died on August 25th, was 
described as a well known character around Bridport. 
He was a committee member of many of the town’s 
voluntary organisations, three of which he was still 
treasurer of when he died. 

He was an industrious fundraiser for the Bridport 
Branch of the Royal Naval Association, of which he 
was a full member, in spite of his increasing poor 
health. 

For many years he was a member of the Bridport 
Disabled club and was on the local Sports Council for 
several years. 

Mr Casstles was a life-long supporter of the Sea 
Cadets which he joined when he was 11, going on to 
be awarded the Cadet Forces Medal for over 12 years 
continuous commissioned service. 

He became a partner in the Agricultural and retail 
suppliers H.C. Bartlett Ltd, in the early 90s after 
working for them since arriving in Bridport. 

After the company was sold, Cliff’s health deterio¬ 
rated but he continued his work with his beloved or¬ 
ganisations, especially the Sea Cadets. 

His work with this organisation was recognised in 
the 2003 New Year’s Honours List by the award of the 
Member of the Most Excellent Order of the British 
Empire (MBE). 


Clifford Wallace Casstles was born in 1938 in Man¬ 
chester, spending the first eight years in an orphanage 
before being adpoted by Elsie and Wallace Casstles. 

During the time in the orphanage a building fire 
caused smoke damage to his lungs. 

After finishing school he went to work in Timpsons 
shoe repair shop, before undertaking his National 
Service in the Royal Army Medical Corps. 

On completion of the service he went to work with 
the Reynolds Chain Company until he moved to Brid¬ 
port in the early 70s to be near his adoptive auntie and 
his cousins. 

Cliff married Anne on her birthday on March 25th 
1972. 

Around this time he joined Bartletts in the accounts 
department. He worked his way up to become the 
general manager and finally a partner. 

During his time at the company he endeavoured to 
help young people with their future by organising ap¬ 
prenticeships, as well as helping the farming commu¬ 
nity. 

In his own words, the highlight of his life was being 
presented with the MBE by His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales in July 2003. 

Best friend Peter Bowditch said many people would 
miss Mr Casstles. 

He said: “Cliff was Mr Helper - he would give you 
the shirt off his back to help. 


“There isn’t a farmer in 20 miles of Bridport who 
doesn’t owe him a debt of gratitude. He held back bills 
and told them to pay when they could. 

“He was a generous, helpful and kind-hearted man.” 

Friend Alan Kidson described Mr Casstles as “A 
man of many talents.” 

He continued: “But what shone through was his hu¬ 
manity and love of his fellows. Generous, sometimes 
to a fault, he will be greatly missed by the Bridport 
community whom he served so well.” 

He is survived by Anne his wife of 41 years. 

Cliff Casstles’ funeral is to be held at St Swithuns 
Church on Tuesday, September 10th at from 11:30am.

Family ofA35 accident victim 
remembers 'wonderful' Rosie 


THE family of a woman who died following a car 
crash on the A35 has spoken of the devastation 
that accom- panies the loss of a “wonderful wife, 
mother, daughter, sister and friend.” 

Rosemary Evans - a 48-year-old mother from 
Poole - suffered serious injuries when the cara¬ 
van-towing Land Rover Discovery she was trav¬ 
elling in lost control and left the road near 
Askerswell. 

The car - which was being driven by her hus¬ 
band Michael Evans - rolled several times before 
coming to rest. 

Mrs Evans was airlifted to Southampton General 
Hospital but died later of her injuries. 

Mr Evans, and their 11-year-old son Josh, who 
was also a passenger, escaped without serious in¬ 
jury. 


In a statement issued via Dorset Police, Mrs 
Evans’ family said: “From the moment we heard 
this terrible news, the family has been devastated 
and our hearts go out to Rosie’s husband, Mike, 
and son, Josh. 

“Rosie was such a wonderful wife, mother, 
daughter, sister and friend - losing her has left a 
hole in our hearts and our lives that we will never 
be able to fill. 

“So many nice things have been said about 
Rosie since the accident and there have been some 
lovely tributes posted on the internet. The family 
would like to thank those people for all their kind 
words. 

“We would now ask that we are left alone for a 
period and given some time to deal with the after- 
math of this terrible tragedy.”

The man had made a rapid ascent from the seabed 
to the surface after which he showed symptoms of 
decompression sickness. 

The diver - who is in his 60s - was airlifted to Poole 
Hospital by the coastguard where he was treated by 
a specialist dive doctor. 

Decompression sickness occurs when dissolved 
gases inside the body come out of solution and form 
bubbles causing severe pain in the joints, itching 
and a rash.

Bridport Musical Theatre Company 
THOROUGHLY MODERN MILLIE 
at Bridport Arts Centre

for thoroughly 


SELL-out crowds were left thor¬ 
oughly mesmerised when Brid¬ 
port Musical Theatre Company 
brought their latest offering to 
the arts centre for five nights. 

Thoroughly Modern Millie' 
charts the romantic trials of a 
young female go-getter deter¬ 
mined to embrace the new social 
and economic freedoms afforded 
women in the early 20th century. 

It's 1922 and Millie (Emma Foul- 
sham) has escaped small-town 
Kansas to hunt for a rich husband 
in New York City where working, 
drinking, smoking women ('flap¬ 
pers') were daring to claim a slice 
of the American pie by marrying 
into money - and having fun 
while they tried. 


Finding herself penniless 
straight off the bat, Millie doesn't 
so much as join the flappers as 
lead their charge. 

Millie's aspirational, infectious 
determination astounds all she 
meets, from the down-and-out 
actresses of the Hotel Priscilla, run 
by the sinister Mrs Meers (Mo 
Kennedy) to the girls of a typing 
pool (led by Jodi Glover), and 
their boss Trevor Graydon III (Ally 
Hughes) whom Millie sees as a 


perfectly wealthy future husband. 

Along the way our heroine be¬ 
friends secret millionaire Miss 
Dorothy (Lauren Glover), deter¬ 
mined to imbibe a dose of reality 
by slumming it for a while and the 
pair agree to help each other. 

However, Millie's mission to 
marry into money hits a snag 
when she encounters a charis¬ 
matic but apparently broke 
straight-talker (Tom Matthews) 
and she is forced to choose be¬ 
tween her modern obsession 
with making it rich and the sup¬ 
posedly old fashioned notion of 
marrying for love. 

While the ensuing Shake¬ 
spearean love tangles are highly 
entertaining, added intrigue and 
jeopardy is introduced via an ex¬ 
traordinary plotline which sees 
the faux-Chinese Mrs Meers kid¬ 
napping the girls of the Hotel 
Priscilla and selling them as sex 
slaves in Hong Kong, with Millie's 
new 'BFF' Miss Dorothy the next 
target. 

The difficulty here is that while 
Mo Kennedy's vamping villainy is 
one of the show's highlights, and 
while Dylan Hanby and Greg Hor¬ 


ton - who play her sidekicks - as¬ 
tonish the audience by learning 
all their lines - songs and all - in 
Chinese dialects, it feels a bit left- 
field to be suddenly faced with 
enforced prostitution in the mid¬ 
dle of a show with such a comic 
tone and borderline pantomime 
oriental characters. 

This storyline taps into the 
widespread belief in the 1920s 
that innocent white American 
girls from impoverished rural 
areas were being kidnapped to 
become sex slaves in far-flung 
lands. 

Vestiges of this notion may well 
have lingered on in 1967 when 
the original film version of'Thor¬ 
oughly...' was released, but by 
the 2002 stage adaptation it was 
surely understood that the com¬ 
plete opposite was true: that in 
the 1920s - as now - it was young 
girls from places like China who 
were, and are, exploited by cus¬ 
tomers in the West. 

It seems strange that in adapt¬ 
ing the story - which the Bridport 
Musical Theatre Company would 
not have been allowed to tamper 
with - the writers of the stage 
show could not have been a little 
more thorough - and a little 
more modern - and adjusted the 
story, or the tone, accordingly. 

This caveat aside, this was a 
lively, entertaining production, 


seamlessly brought together by a 
cast bursting with talent and well 
drilled by director Dave Swaffield. 

It is rare that you cannot fault 
anyone on stage but that was the 
case here - every performer from 
principals to supporting cast 
pulled out all the stops. 

Emma Foulsham stepped into 
the lead role with an ease which 
made commanding the stage in a 
pared-down production such as 
this look simple. It is not. 

Ally Hughes looks and feels like 
a star, managing to own the 


hugely impressive number 'The 
Speed Test'. 

This extended routine involving 
Hughes and virtually the entire 
female cast was worth the ticket 
price alone. 

Jodi Glover - in multiple roles - 
is looking more effortlessly com¬ 
plete every time we see her. 

Meanwhile Lauren Glover, play¬ 
ing Miss Dorothy, once again left 
us questioning her performance. 
The question being: why on 
earth aren't you doing this for a 
living?

fantastic take on Millie 
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Increase in rare butterfly sightings 


A LEADING wildlife conservation 
organisation has reported a spike in 
rare butterflies sightings in Dorset. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) has 
found a record number of a rare 
butterfly species on the Upton 
Heath nature reserve. 

DWT volunteers counted more 
than 100 Silver Studded Blues in 
just a few hours - a new record for 
the site.

Silver Studded Blues are a rare 
species only found on heathland, 
limestone grassland and sand 
dunes. 

After the announcement by Sir 
David Attenborough earlier in the 



year that UK butterfly numbers 
were at an all-time low, the warm 
start to the summer has provided a 
much needed boost to butterfly 
populations. 

Bill Shreeve, from the Butterfly 
Conservation, said; “The best per¬ 
former has been the dark green frit¬ 
illary - the combined annual 
average count for this year is 728, 
a 373 per cent increase. 

“On Fontmell Down the average 
count since 1980 has been 20 and 
this year was up to 443.” 

Upton Heath and Fontmell Down 
are not the only reserves where 
butterflies are thriving with 
DWT’s Tout Quarries on Portland 
also seeing increases. 

DWT has also reported sightings 
of the calcareous form of the Silver 
Studded Blue, which is unique to 
Portland. 

Sam Hamer, DWT Conservation 
Officer, said: “The butterflies have 
definitely appreciated the warmer 
start to the summer this year, and 
we have already seen a significant 
increase in the numbers of many 
different species. 

“At Tout Quarries, Chalkhill 
Blues, Adonis Blues, and even 
Small Blues have all been doing 
really well.”

"It is becoming increasingly difficult to prepare 
students for exams and predict what they are 
likely to achieve when there is constant change 
each year." 

She continued: "Many students worked really 
hard for these results and they should be proud 
of their achievement. 

"As a comprehensive school we are delighted 
with the results across the ability range. 

"Obviously we are pleased for those with the top 
results but we are equally as delighted for those 
students who worked so hard to achieve the 
grades they need to go on to college courses and 
apprenticeships."

Hilary Cox, the county council’s cabinet member for 
environment, said: “Living life to the full in rural 
Dorset means that many people rely on their cars for 
access to towns for social activities and health ap¬ 
pointments.

Trio to debate marine conservation at the Palace 


THREE of the UK’s best-known writers about the 
sea will be discussing five years of marine conser¬ 
vation in Lyme Bay. 

George Monbiot, Dr Philip Hoare and Callum 
Roberts are coming to the Electric Palace to debate 
what five years of Marine Protected Area status in 
Lyme Bay has meant for local sea life. 

Their debate - which costs £7 to attend - promises 
to be “informed by the current science and the best 
literature, past and present, on this subject”. 

A spokesman for the event - organised by Lectures 
on Everything - said: “The present government is 
trying to withdraw support from much of what was 
envisaged five years ago. 

“A Marine Protected Area in Lyme Bay is quite 


compatible, apparently, with removing 600 tonnes 
of whelks per year, mainly for sale to the Far 
East. 

“No Take Zones, tried and tested in New Zealand, 
Scotland and the Isle of Man, have been systemati¬ 
cally kept out of the discussion in England. 

“You are invited to join us in Bridport for the de¬ 
bate which the official culture doesn’t want to have.” 

Copies of the trio’s most recent books (‘Feral’, 
‘The Sea Inside’ and ‘Ocean of Life’) are available 
at Bridport Books, in Buckydoo Square, and on the 
evening at the Electric Palace.

Boost your bedrooms 



ONE of the best ways to make 
your home more suited to your 
needs, especially if you have a 
growing family or want to work 
from home, is to add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bed¬ 
rooms can also put your home in 
a different price bracket when 
you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put 
an extra bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, and some¬ 
times it's possible to use the 
space you already have. 

For example, if the main bed¬ 
room spans the front of the 
house, you may be able to di¬ 
vide it in two, as long as each 
room has its own, separate win¬ 
dow. This may not be as satisfac¬ 
tory as adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's big 
enough and you're on a limited 
budget. 

When you come to sell, re¬ 
member that couples and shar¬ 
ers will probably be looking for 
good-sized double bedrooms, 
whilefamilies may be happierto 
have more, smaller bedrooms if 
it means one for each child. 

When rejigging the existing 
space isn't an option, consider 
converting the loft into a bed¬ 
room or bedrooms instead. If 
you can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and 
built-in storage, you've created 
the perfect master or guest 
suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft 
conversions are ones with sky¬ 
lights (eaves conversions), as the 
line of the roof is unchanged. 
However, this isn't ideal if the 
loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create 
more useable space inside is 
often necessary, which means a 


(more expensive and compli¬ 
cated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make 
a big difference to how useable 
the space is - some lofts don't 
have enough head height to 
make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceil¬ 
ings in the rooms below. This is 
a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings 
are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good- 
sized staircase up to the loft on 
the floor below and if this means 
losing a bedroom, you may not 
gain much by converting the 
loft. 

Building regulations for loft 
conversions are very strict about 
having a safe means of escape in 
the event of a fire, so it's not nec¬ 
essarily the easiest way to add 
an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bed¬ 
room, and preferably a bath¬ 
room or shower room next to it, 
can work better, providing your 


home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are 
usually used to add kitchen, din¬ 
ing and living space, but they 
can include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often 
better because you can create 
extra living space downstairs 
and bedrooms upstairs and it 
should be cheaper than doing a 
ground-floor extension and a 
loft conversion, but two-storey 
extensions aren't always easy to 
do with our planning system.

Award-winning blues star Chantel

Is the end of recession in sight? 


FROM a property point of view, it's looking slightly 
more positive at long last! Even the news readers are 
giving us uplifting statistics - although these may not 
be as straight forward as they seem.The trouble with 
stats is that they can give a false impression. However, 
all the industry reports and whispers amongst fellow 
agents seem to be indicating the same thing which 
is that we think we are slowly turning the corner. For 
Gordon and Rumsby, it certainly seems that way too. 
We opened our new office in Colyton on 1 st July and 
seem to have been steadily busier since then with Au¬ 
gust (usually a quieter month) being the best month 
this year for sales. More encouraging still is that we 
are talking to first time buyers - a rarity in these parts. 
We also hear that mortgage applications have risen 
so much that the mortgage valuations are develop¬ 
ing a backlog. 

In terms of prices rising, we mustn't forget that parts 
of London are very much leading the field here with 
overseas buyers snatching up very high value homes 
and this combined with a few small pockets of the 
country that are doing well pushes up the average 
considerably. In our small part of the country, prices 


are static at best and I for one, feel that any increase 
in asking prices at this stage could hinder progress in 
an improving but still fragile marketplace. It is better 
to ask close to what you want to achieve and bargain 
hard on a realistic asking price that to ask too much 
and not get anyone through the door. All that having 
been said, there are still properties that are not selling 
(often for minor reasons) and bargains can still be 
found. Many investment buyers are putting money 
back into bricks and mortar once again and this could 
be the best time to buy for a while as if things really 
are improving then sure as eggs is eggs, price will 
eventually start inching upwards again - possibly as 
soon as next Spring. 

Once we start seeing more families on the move 
again, especially locally, the circle will be complete 
and we can safely say that we are coming out of re¬ 
cession. Let's hope for all our sakes, that the worst is 
really behind us and we can look forward to maybe 
not the excesses that previously caused this in the 
first place but certainly better times ahead.
